_ CANCEL COAL RATES

Interstate Commerce Commssion Es-
tablishes Relationship,
(By Assoclated Press,)

v Washington, July .8.—Definite rela-
tlonghip of rates on coal from Vir-
ginla and Kentucky mines to destina-
tion north of the Ohio river was es-
tablished today in a declslon by the
Interstate commerce Commission, the
culmniations of an Inguiry into pro-
posed increases by the rallroads.
